NOU want an unbeaten team beaten, call upon the beaten Penn team. As a
'foy chaser and wrecker of football fame, the light, youthful and po-called Inex-
m eleven at the university on the other bank’of the Schuylklll is in a
elass by itself. For the second consecutive time the Red and Blue smeared defoat
over the perfectly clean recotd of a rlval institution when Captaln Miller and
his mates handed a 16-0 trimming to the previously optimistic Michigan Wolver
fnes. The host of Yost came to Franklin Fileld with a string of elght glorious
wictories, triumphs over combinations that were supposed to be powers In the
#ridiron world, and left with their reputation blown sky high. Dartmouth’s
record was unscathed until it was blotted by the Quaker fighters. Stopping two
wnbeaten elevens within the short space of slght November days is a new mark
for football teams In the Hast for this season; but that was not all that the men
of Penn accomplished

The triumph over the much-touted Wolverines ralsed the Red and Blus from
& position samewhat low in things football, sald position belng due malnly to the
disaater at Atlanta on October 6, 1o a post that I8 only & few notches below the
Helsman Georgia Tech stand and the heights attalned by the wonders of Glann
Warner. Out of a squad that embraced only a few veterans and a horde of green
and light phy.'rn, Bob Lolwell and his able asgistants have developed an cleven
that would not suffer in comparison with the best in the universe.

: Berry Beat Own Field Goal Record Against Michigan

OWARD BERRY, master in fleld.goal kicking, beat his own record at goals

from the flald when he booted three and thus made poasible tha splendid
vietory over the Wolverines, Berry's best previous effort has been two In one
game, but thres in one contest hangs up a new record for the marvelous Red
snd Blue fullback. His first goal was from the 30-yard line, his second from the
BT7-yard mark and and his third from the 10-yard line, all of which makes sevonty-
three yvards of fleld goals in one day.

Never before has Berry been so calm and eollected as he was against the Ann
Arbor aggregation. Usually the famous athlete I8 so nervous In a game that he
knows little of what 18 going on, but on Baturday hs was master of all situa-
tlons. When he attempted a field goal he took his gwn sweet time arranging the
halfhacks in the positions that would give him the greatest protection. When he
received the ball from Alex. Wray he deliberately stood stock still and twisted tho
bail until he had it In the right position, and then he let it go. Fiva times he tried
to add three polnts to Penn's total through the medium of his educated toe, and
in the two times that he failed In his effort he was so close that the students
were fooled into believing that he had suceeeded,

Berry's ten points of sixteen 1allled by the Quakers brought hls total for the
SsAson up to seventy-three, mure than twice the number of points eredited to him
Jast year. In their nine games this year, the Red and Blue warriors have amassed
& total of 182 points, so that Berry's ability can be rated as almost one-half of
the Penn attack. But Berry's value does not end with the number of counters he
f8 able to scora. It must be remembered that his punting goes a long way toward
Beeping the ball in enemy territory. Not once this year has a rival been able to
putkick Folwell's fullback.
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. F BERRY deserved an All-American berth last year, when he scored

only thirty-two points and played less than half of the season, he surely

should be placed on the mythical eleven this year, when he has counted
more than double the number of polnts,

1 have a
hunch he's golng to do something now."” Folwell's hunch came through. i
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ONE might suggest that Cleary be served all the water he wants during
a game, but enough s enough and too much would serve to ruin him
for further competition. Cleary will be watched closely hereafter, but he
probably will be allowed to get away with it occaslonally,
